The  25th  anniversary  of  Shine- 
rama  was  a  great  success.  Carle- 
ton  University,  sponsored  by  GM, 
Labatts,  Pepsi,  CHEY,  and  Energy 
1200,  placed  third  in  Canada,  as 
we  raised  $32  481 ,  exceeding  our 
$30  000  goal.  Over  500  residence 
students  participated,  kicking  off  at 
Parliament  Hill,  and  spreading  out 
as  far  as  Hull,  Kanata,  and  Ne- 
pean.  2nd  Lanark  raised  over 
$800,  the  most  in  Rez. 

One  in  every  20  Canadians  car- 
ries the  gene  which  usually  affects 
children.  Cystic  Fibrosis  causes 
serious  complications  in  the 
respiratory  system  and  digestive 
tracts,  and  eventually  leads  to 
death.

ed to  9000,  only  2000  of  which 
were  sold  this  year,  and  a 
usual  security  staff  of  30  was 
bumped  to  over  100.  Both 
Carleton  and  Ottawa  U.  have 
put  forth  a  proposal  to  have 
the  Panda  Game  moved  to  the 
first  time  the  two  teams  play 
against  each  other,  rather 
than  the  second.  At  the  time  of 
press  we  are  still  awaiting  the 
verdict  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  stadium  will  be  available  to 
us.  In  any  case,  Panda  will  be 
moved  from  Thanksgiving 
weekend  in  hopes  of  reviving 
some  once  legendary  student 
"Party-apaction".

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They  say  a  picture  is  worth  a 
thousand  words.  Over  the 
course  of  the  last  six  months, 
we've  taken  more  than  2500 
shots.  Around  20%  of  them 
made  it  into  this  book;  hopefully 
you'll  find  a  picture  of  yourself  at 
least  once. 

Thanks  to  Louis,  Stephanie, 
Richard  and  Dennis  for  their 
photographic  help  when  I  was  in 
a  crunch,  and  also  to  Brad  for 
both  photography  and  the  cover 
design.
